The southern filibuster has 
prevented any vote on amend- 
ments to an administration bill 
now before the Senate. 


‘No Possibility’ Now. 

At the moment, Johnson told 
reporters, ‘‘there is no possibility 
of cloture. It don’t believe it will 
be possible to get cloture until 
the air is cleared. 

“Nothing could do more to 
clear the air than to have a vote. 
It is essential to find some 
means to clearly express the 
mood of the Senate.” 

This appeared to be an invita- 
tion to the Southern filibusterers 
to permit an early vote on an 
amendment offered by Senator 
J. Ervin (Dem.), North Carolina, 
to reduce the criminal penalties 
under some provisions of the 
present Civil Rights Act. | 

There is a possibility that Ervin 
might find a majority of the Sen- 
ate willing to go along with him 
on the proposal. If the South- 
erners could thus record at least 
a token victory, the feeling is 
prevalent that they might be 
more willing to compromise than 
they have been so far. 

Johnson said he believes pro- | 
visions which would guarantee | 
voting rights to Negroes are at.

The Negroes, who had planned 
to hold a mass prayer meeting 
at the capitol in protest against 
racial segregation, retreated to |

Republic.” 


Then in groups of 10 or more | 
they left the church and walked | 
to their homes. | 


Worried authorities conceded | 
that the situation ‘‘almost got | 
out of hand.” Several fist fights | 
did occur. 


Police had warned Saturday 
that they would not permit the 
meeting. When the Negroes left 
the church and started toward 
the capitol patrolmen armed 
with clubs and pistols moved in 
and pushed them back. 


Angry white persons milled in 
the streets, shouting insults. 

Fearing a full-scale riot, fire 
trucks with sirens screaming 
rushed to the scene and authori- 
ties threatened to turn water 
hoses on the demonstrators. 


Another possible sore spot in 
Montgomery racial relations was 
a pledge by many Negro students 
to refuse toe register for the 
spring quarter at Alabama State 
College, which expelled nine 
students last week over lunch 
counter demonstrations. The 
college registrar, however, said 
registrations today appeared to 
be normal.

ON MARS ARE IGE CRACKS 


MOSCOW, March 7 (AP)—A 
Soviet scientist said yesterday 
that the canals on Mars are 
deep cracks in the sheet of ice 
covering the planet’s surface. 

Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
quoted an astronomer identified 
as V. Davydov as saying intern- 
al heat on mars causes the ice 
surface to crack. 

“Sources of internal heat on | 
Mars,” he wrote in the youth | 
Newspaper Komsomolskaya 
Pravda, “are thought to be sim- 
ilar to those on earth. 

“Vegetation may well appear 
along the cracks in the ice. 
Since the fissures are regular in 
form, the areas covered by vege- 
tation would, from a great dis- 
tance, appear to be uninterrupt- 
ed lines resembling canals.”

The newspaper of Prime Min- 
ister Fidel Castro’s revolutionary 
movement returned to the attack 
on the United States as the Unit- 
ed States embassy prepared to 
hand Cuba a sharp note protest- 
ing against Castro’s graveside 
speech Saturday. He blamed 
United States officials for the 
blast. 


In Washington, the State De- 
partment said the note probably 
would be delivered tomorrow or 
Wednesday. Calling Castro’s ac- 


cusation completely irresponsible, 


officials said the note would pull 
no punches. 


An official announcement, 
meanwhile, listed the identified 
dead from the explosions Friday 
aboard the French freighter La 
Coubre at 46. The announcement 
said the search continues in the 
wreckage. Unofficial estimates 
have placed the death toll as 
high as 70.

WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP) 
—Top diplomats from 10 Arab 
countries jointly protested today 
that Israeli Prime Minister Ben- 
Gurion’s visit to the United 
States is “likely to create con- 
sequences detrimental to Arab- 
American relations.” 

The Arabs, eight of them am- 
bassadors, expressed this view 
after conferring for 40 minutes 
with Secretary of State Chris- 
tian A. Herter. 

Ben-Gurion is set to arrive 
this weekend on an informal 
visit. His announced purpose is 
to accept an honorary degree at 
Brandeis University in Waltham, 
Mass., but he also is expected to 
confer with President Eisenhow- 
er and other American leaders, 

Lebanon’s Ambassador Nadim 
Dimechkie, acting as spokesman 
for the group, said they met with 
Herter to express their ‘‘deep 
concern’”’ over Ben-Gurion’s visit. 

The ambassador contended 
that recent Israeli declarations 
have made it clear that one of 
the main objectives of Israel’s 
policy is a deterioration of Arab- 
American relations. 

“‘We express deep concern that 
what is supposed to be a private 
visit by Mr. Ben-Gurion might 
go beyond the declared purpose 
of the visit and that it might be 
exploited to attain political as 
well as other objectives,” he 
said. 

Dimechkie, replying to news- 
men’s questions, said the ambas- 
sadors did not suggest that Ben- 
Gurion’s visit be canceled. 

Diplomats who made the call 
on Herter represented the United 
Arab Republic, Iraq, Libya, 
Lebanon, Yemen, Tunisia, 
Morocco, the Sudan, Jordan and 
Saudi Arabia.

WASHINGTON, March 7—The 
Atomic Energy Commission has 
presented to the Administration 
a $300,000,000 program for mod- 
ertfizing and expanding atom 
smashers in order to explore 
deeper into the heart of the 
atom. 

The five-year program calls 
for construction of two new 
powerful atom smashers of novel 
design by 1965. 

One would be the previously 
proposed electron linear accel- 
erator at Stanford University— 
a two-mile long device that 
would accelerate electron bullets 
to energies of 15 to 45 b.e.v. 
(billion electron volts). 

The other would be a circular 
accelerator which would produce 
proton (the nucleus of the hydro- 
gen atom) bullets with energies

ceived. 

The FTC alleged that the 
Roberts firm made payoffs not 
only to disk jockeys but to other 
personnel who influenced the se- 
lection of records to be played 
by a radio or television station. 

The complaints stated that the | 
Interstate and Roberts firms 
made payoffs of money “or 
other valuable consideration’’ in 
an effort to increase sales of 
their records by having them 
broadcast repeatedly. 

30 Days.to Answer. 

Since disk jockeys did not dis- 
close that they had been paid 
to broadcast the recordings, lis- 
teners were misled into believing 
the records had been selected 
‘‘on their merits or public pop- 
ularity,”’ the FTC added 

As a result, the agency went 
on, records were sold to persons 
who might not otherwise have 
bought them.

AMERICANS might take a tip from the French when it comes 


to their attitude toward eggs. 


In this country eggs all too often 


are considered primarily a breakfast food, seldom an entree for 


the evening meal. 


This point of view amazes Frenchmen, who 


think eggs are so great that they serve them at all hours. 


In fact, a typical French lunch 
or dinner frequently includes 
eggs served in some form before 
the main part of the meal. For 
instance, deviled eggs coated 
with mayonnaise or aspic may 
be served as hors d’oeuvres. The 
idea behind this (and count on 
French cooks to be thrifty) is 
that by serving eggs before the 
entree smaller portions of meat 
will suffice. 

In America meat is so abun- 
dant that it isn’t necessary to 
resort to this clever trick. But 
it is true that many homemak- 
ers overlook the menu possibili- 
ties of eggs. 

Eggs are used as a meat sub- 
stitute in many homes during 
the Lenten period. They are well 
suited nutritionally for this pur- 
pose, since they contain the 
same complete protein as meat. 
(From two to three eggs give 
the equivalent protein of an av- 
erage serving of meat). Plentiful 
supplies have brought prices 
down to a most attractive level, 
so there is every reason to fea- 
ture eggs frequently at any meal. 


The seasonings add zest to 
these baked eggs; served in 
individual baking dishes, they 
are easy to manage for the 
whole family on a busy morning. 


Zesty Baked Eggs. 
Three tablespoons butter or 
margarine. 


Three tablespoons flour, 
One-half teaspoon salt. 


Three-fourths teaspoon pre- 
pared mustard. 

One and one-half cups milk. 

One and one-half cups grated 
American cheese. 

One-fourth teaspoon tabasco. 

Six or 12 eggs. 

Melt butter; blend in flour, 
salt and prepared mustard. Add 
milk and cook, stirring constant- 

-ly until mixture thickens and 
comes to a boil. 

Remove from heat; add grated 
cheese, stirring occasionally un- 
til cheese is melted. Stir in 
tabasco. Divide sauce into six 
individual baking dishes. Break 
one or two eggs into each dish. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees) until eggs are set, 
about 12 minutes. 

Yield: Six servings. 

Both the Creamed Eggs Gold- 
enrod and a Fluffy Omelet Creole 
are wonderful for a weekend 
breakfast, but they also are 
suitable for lunch or supper. 


Creamed Eggs Goldenrod. 

Six tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine. 

Six tablespoons flour. 

One tablespoon prepared mus- 
tard, 

One teaspoon salt. 

Three cups milk. 

One-half teaspoon tabasco. 

One tablespoon minced parsley. 

Nine hard-cooked eggs, shelled. 

Melt butter in saucepan or 
chafing dish.

mastered the art of lifting and 
rolling it properly. 

Use a pan of metal that will 
spread the heat evenly; this is 
most important. The only other 
equipment that is needed is a 
flexible spatula with a blade 
about one inch wide. 


The cook who takes her ome- 
let-making seriously will set 
aside a special omelet pan (one 
with a handle and sloping sides) 
and never use it for any other 
purpose. The pan is seasoned 
with unsalted shortening before 
it is ever used; thereafter it is 
not washed but is rubbed clean 
with a paper towel and coarse 
salt. 

The same rule applies to mak- 


ing omelets as to making fruit © 
‘ jam—don’t try to make a mass- 


production project of it. A two 
to four egg omelet is a good 
amount; more eggs require a pan 
so large that the omelet becomes 
difficult to fold and roll onto the 
serving platter. 


Basically, here is the proce- 
dure for making a plain omelet 
(note that the preceding recipe 
is for a fluffy type of omelet in 
which the egg whites are beaten 
separately): 

Melt the butter over medium 
heat. Break eggs into bowl, add 
salt and cream and stir with a 
fork until whites and yolks gre 
uniformly mixed. (Some experts 
insist that salt never should be 
added to an omelet, but the 
great majority of persons will 
find it ‘‘flat’ without salt.) 


When the butter is bubbly and 
a drop of the egg mixture will 
sizzle in the pan, add the entire

$100 of consumer income goes to 
the installment collector. New 
debtors must constantly be found, 
if the economy is to expand, 
This high level of installment re- 
payment could be a deterrent to 
automobile sales in the spring. 

Recent cutbacks in auto pro- 
duction can be misleading. 
Sales have not been bad, They 
are well ahead of last year. 
But production was pushed 
way up after the steel strike. 
Now all automobile companies 
are hopeful that when crocuses 
pop through the earth, base- 
balls plop into catchers’ mitts, 
and snow tires and chains can 
be estivated, the shiny-new- 
car urge will reassert itself.

failed. The steady rise of the young Massachusetts Senator, par- 
ticularly among the professional politicians in the populous and 
decisive electoral states of the North, is perhaps the most note- 
worthy development of the first two months. 


2. Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon has cleared the field of 
opposition in his party, but has 
failed so far to win the en- 
thusiastic support of Gov. Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller of New York, 
and has lost his New Year’s day 
lead over Kennedy in the public 
opinion polls. 

3. Adlai E. Stevenson, who 
went to South America last 
month, apparently on the as- 
sumption that absence makes the 
heart grow fonder, appears to 
have lost ground and is now be- 
ing discussed less as a com- 
promise candidate than at the 
start of the year. 

4. Senator Lyndon Johnson of 
Texas also appears to have lost 
support in the North despite his 
bold efforts, approved by North- 
ern liberals, to get more liberal 
civil rights bill through the 
Senate. 

THE EXPLANATION of this 
odd paradox is that the debate, 
accompanied by demonstrations 
against segregated restaurants 
in the South, has dramatized the 
race issue and evidently con- 
vinced the Democratic politicians 
in the large Northern cities that 
a Texan, even one responsible 
for putting over a good civil 
rights bill, would not be a pop- 
ular candidate in the urban 
North. 

5. Senator Stuart Symington’s 
chances have increased, mainly 
because the support for the 
other two possible compromise 
candidates—Stevenson and John- 
son—has apparently decreased. 

6. Finally, Senator Hubert 
Humphrey of Minnesota, who 
has campaigned hard and well, 
remains about. where he was, 
well back in the pack, pending 
the outcome of the Wisconsin pri- 
mary election on April 5. His 
main hope is the test against 
Kennedy in the economically de- 
pressed areas of West Virginia 
in the primary there May 10.

THERE HAS ALWAYS been 
powerful opposition to Kennedy 
among the older liberal intellec- 
tuals of the party but the passage 
of time has worked to the New 
Englander’s favor even with his 
opponents: For there is an in- 
creasing realization, particularly 
among the Democratic intellec- 
tuals regardless of whom they 
support, that one of their great- 
est problems is that no one man 
has stood out above the rest. 
This has blurred the purposes 
of the party and led many Demo- 
crats to the conclusion that the 
quicker they decide on someone 
the better. 

Thus, in addition to his theat- 
rical glamour, his intelligence 
which has impressed many of 
the Democratic intellectuals and 
his new strength among the pros, 
he now finds time working on 
his side. 

This does not mean that he is 
in. A defeat in Wisconsin, or in 
West Virginia, where he is more 
vulnerable to Senator Hum- 
phrey’s liberal arguments, could 
change the picture radically. But 
at this moment, instead of being 
“stopped”—as powerful Demo- 
crats such as Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and Gov. David Law- 
rence of Pennsylvania hoped—he 
is running farther ahead than 
two months ago. 

MEANWHILE, Nixon is trying 
to deal with the consequences of 
his success in getting Gov. Rock- 
efeller out of the race. There is 
no doubt that the Governor re- 
sents the way he was treated on 
his exploratory trips into the 
West by party officials whom the 
Governor identifies with the Vice 
President. 

Rockefeller’s attitude when he 
withdrew was “Okay, the Repub- 
lican pros want Nixon and they 
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can have him.”’ He has talked 
with Nixon since and gotten over 
some of his resentment. But 
other developments have kept 
some of the old feelings alive, 
Nixon clubs have been estab- 
lished in New York without ref- 
erence to Gov. Rockefeller’s offi- 
cial state Republican organiza- 
tion. Leonard Hall, former Re- 
publican fational chairman, who 
is Nixon’s liaison with the Re- 
publican organizations in the 
various states, has aroused the 
suspicion in the Rockefeller 
camp that he is using his new 
position with the Vice President 
to regain some of his own lost 
authority in New York state poli- 
tics at the expense of men now 
working with the Governor.

He suggests that this impressive 
building, designed originally as a 
convenient center of the business 
district of St. Louis, might be reno- 
vated to serve again as a center, 
but in tune with the needs of our 
time.

Internally the 
generous dimensions and grand 
scale of the building suggest that, 
with thoughtful renovation, mag- 
nificent and dramatic interior 
spaces could be achieved.

For a Transit Decision 


Public Service Co.’s financial report for 
1959 is a timely and emphatic reminder of 
the transit choice that Mayor Tucker and Su- 
pervisor McNary must make one of these 
days soon. 

Transit is a sick business clearly incapable 
on its own of providing the improved level of 
services that the public interest demands, ex- 
cept at unreasonably high fare schedules. 
Shall city and county help the transit firm 
finance indicated improvements through the 
tax abatement plan it proposes? Or shall the 
metropolitan community go all the way to 
public ownership? 

The company last year paid out about 
$3,000,000 of its $21,000,000 operating income 
in taxes to the various levels of government. 
That is, about 14 cents out of every $1 taken 
in at the fare box went not to expand and 
improve an essential public service but to 
support local, state and federal governments. 
It was a big bite—too big a bite. Something 
can and should be done to reduce it, if not 
eliminate it altogether. 

* . ° 


Public ownership provides the one means 
of eliminating all taxes. If Public Service 
Co. last year had been publicly owned, it 
would have had available 25 per cent more 
cash in tax savings alone to put into transpor- 
tation and maintence, which is to say, into 


_ improved service. 


The engineering report made to the Citi- 
zens’ Metropolitan Transit Committee at a cost 
in excess of $550,000 urged the creation of a 
city-county public agency with power to pur- 
chase and operate the privately-operated tran- 
sit systems in this area. Are Mr. Tucker and 
Mr. McNary willing to take the advice of that 
report and work for such an agency? 

The route they ought to investigate is the 
possibility of amending the charter of the 
Metropolitan Sewer District so that body 
would be transformed into a Sewer-Transit 
district. The Sewer district could be re- 
formed at the same time. The necessary 
amendments could be submitted on motion of 
the Sewer district’s trustees, or by popular 
petition if that became necessary. Assuming 
the co-operation of the trustees, the amend- 
ments could for all practical purposes be writ- 
ten by Mr. Tucker and Mr. McNary.

If the Mayor and the Supervisor are unwill- 
ing to lead toward public ownership of tran- 
sit, then they surely are under an obliga- 
tion to the community to lead for acceptance 
of the Public Service Co.’s plan. That plan 
involved an offer by the company to create 
a unified and improved bus system in city 
and county in return for freeing it from the 
gross receipts tax levied by St. Louis and nine 
county municipalities. 

Too much money that ought to be ear- 
marked for better service now is being 
siphoned out of the fare box and into the tax 
collector’s hands. Stopping that flow, or re- 
ducing it, awaits a decision by Mayor Tucker 
and Supervisor McNary. 


President Tito’s Opportunity 


The Yugoslav government should extend 
what appears to. be a liberalized attitude 
toward dissenters by freeing Milovan Diilas, 
former vice president who has served about 
three years of a nine-year prison sentence 
for “seeking to undermine the people’s au- 
thority, defense and economic power” through 
his best-selling book, “The New Class.” Dijilas 
is the last major political prisoner still in 
custody in Yugoslavia, and President Tito 
could expect a favorable Western reaction if 
the prisoner were let go. 

Within recent days four Yugoslavs accused 
of plotting against the regime have been re- 
leased from prison after serving two years 
of sentences ranging up to more than eight 
years. Other actions interpreted as indicating 
a milder attitude toward political offenders in- 
clude the lifting of a visa bar to permit Vladi- 
mir Dedijer to take an appointment at Man- 
chester University and the decision to permit 
full religious ceremonies at the funeral of 
Cardinal Stepinac. 

Yugoslavia, a Communist state, has suc- 
cessfully maintained its independence, but as 
long as it adheres to a policy of political pun- 
ishment it will not have the regard in the 
West that it might otherwise erijoy. President 
Tito could enhance his stature by taking the 
opportunity to prove his government is se- 
cure enough to permit dissent. 


Russia’s Educational Ace 


Since the launching of the first sputnik, 
Russian technological competence has been 
acknowledged, if a little grudgingly. It would 
help if Russian imagination were similarly 
acknowledged. This could stimulate Amer- 
ican imagination, and leave us less often at a 
propagandistic disadvantage. 

The latest example is Premier Khrushchev’s 
announcement in Indonesia that a new uni- 
versity is to be opened in Moscow this year 
for students from Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. It is to be called the University of 
the Friendship of Peoples. That is not very 
subtle, but the name hardly will disturb those 
who are to receive free tuition, medical care, 
rooms, a monthly stipend and transportation 
to and from Moscow. 

The first year’s enrollment is to be 500, but 
this is to be increased to 3000 or 4000. Courses 
will embrace from four to eight years of 
study primarily for the training of engineers, 
scientists, teachers, doctors, agriculturists, 
economists and other specialists. No test of 
race, nationality or creed will be imposed, but 
obviously students are expected to develop 
a feeling of identification with Moscow. 

The United States and Western Europe, of 
course, open their universities to students 
from all parts of the world. The. science and 
the technology, if not the culture, of the 
underdeveloped portions of the globe are dis- 
tinctly Western. Americans and Europeans 
also go to foreign schools under exchange 
arrangements, A sari is familiar enough at 
Washington University, the University of Lon- 
don and the Sorbonne. Yet in no Western 
country have foreign students been brought 
together away from home in the spectacular 
way they are to be brought together in 
Moscow. The Russians are going beyond any- 
thing they have done so far—and there are 
1500 foreign students now at the University 
of Moscow, not to mention those at other 
Russian educational establishments. 

’ Aside from propaganda and more or less 
overt indoctrination, the educational value of 
the new all-foreign university may be open 
to question, No doubt, the Russians will staff 
it as well as they can, but it will involve 
segregation of a sort, Be that as it may, the 


imagination behind this latest dramatic Rus- 
sian overture to the underdeveloped nations 
is undeniable. Can our imagination trump the 
Russian ace? 


The Court on Slowdowns 


Has the Supreme Court given a green light 
to the use by employes of work slow-downs 
and other harass tactics during negotia- 
tions? A recent opinion overturning a deci- 
sion by the National Labor Relations Board 
might be construed in that way, but it seems 
to us to have a much narrower application. 

In a case involving unionized agents of the 
Prudential Insurance Company, the NLRB had 
held that by engaging in slowdowns and simi- 
lar tactics short of total striké, while ne- 
gotiations for a new contract were going On, 
the agents had in effect failed to bargain in 
good faith as required by the National Labor 
Relations Act. The Court, without a dissent, 
decided otherwise. The use of economic 
weapons is not in itself evidence of failure 
to bargain, said the Court; to prove the latter, 
the NLRB must look at what actually hap- 
pened at the negotiating table and not at what 
happened outside, Justice Brennan’s opinion 
went on: 

If the Board could regulate the choice of 
economic weapons that may be used as part 
of collective bargainifg, it would be in a 
position to exercise considerable influence 
upon the substantive terfms on which the 
parties contract. . . Our labor policy is 


not presently erected on a foundation of gov- 
ernment control of the results of negotiations. 


What narrows the scope of the decision is 
the fact that the Prudential agents engaged 
in slowdown pressures after their contract had 
expired, at a time when they were working 
without a contract. In the more typical case 
where the old contract is extended while ne- 
gotiations for a new one are going on, work- 
ers who engaged in a slowdown or semi-strike 
would most likely be in violation of the con- 
tract and therefore of the labor relations act. 

Furthermore, the Court took pains to point 
out that in any event slowdown tactics, 
though not prohibited by the labor law, are 
also not protected by it. An employer there- 
fore can legally discharge or take other “ap- 
propriate disciplinary action” against em- 
ployes using such methods. But there is lit- 
tle logic, said the Court, “in assuming that 
because Congress was willing to allow em- 
ployers to use self-help against union tactics, 
if they were willing to face the economic con- 
sequences of its use, it also impliedly declared 
these tactics unlawful as a matter of federal 
law.” 

The net of the decision seems to be that 
unions can use slowdowns during negotiations 
in certain circumstances, but only at the risk 
of being subjected to comparable economic 
force in the employer’s hands. Wise collec- 
tive bargainers on both sides of the table will 
park their economic guns at the door as long 
as negotiations are going on—and fulfill their 
contracts as long as contracts are in force. 


Keep the Plans Rolling 


Does everything St. Louis undertakes have 
to be beset by long delays and fought through 
the courts? The Board of Aldermen’s unani- 
mous vote for the enabling bill for the 
30-block downtown stadium redevelopment 
testifies to the great importance of this project 
to the future of St. Louis. Until now, more- 
over, it was a project that moved with remark- 
able speed. Yet some of the objectors are 
talking about tying it all up in the courts for 
an indefinite period. 

We hope they will reconsider. If the spon- 
sors of the stadium will get together with 
those business men in the redevelopment 
area who have misgivings about the plans, 
surely ways can be worked out of reconciling 
private interests with the overwhelming pub- 
lic interest in speedy realization of the 
stadium dream. With $17,775,000 of the 
$20,000,000 equity capital already subscribed, 
maintaining the momentum of the campaign 
is of first importance. A united civic effort 
is needed to complete the stadium by 1964, 
the St. Louis bicentenary year. 


The Prince of ... 


Britain’s new prince is said to have gained 
nine ounces, but so far he has not gained a 
full title. He is the Prince... of what? That 
is a matter of concern to Britons, and The 
Guardian of Manchester has explained the 
situation for us Americans. 

The eldest royal son is born the Duke of 
Cornwall and becomes the Prince of Wales in 
due course, if not by due process. But the 
second son is not fully titled until the royal 
family explores the field (King George III 
most ably explored the field, producing titles 
for 15 royal highnesses). Usually the second 
son becomes the Duke of York; there have 
been nine. The first Duke of York was mur- 
dered in the tower, however, and the title 
has not always been a happy one. 

Perhaps, The Guardian observes, Old Eng- 
land should cement Commonweath relations 
with a new title, such as Duke of Ottawa, but 
“the danger of seeming to make one member 
of the democratic family of nations more 
equal than the others is obvious.” We trust 
this will be obvious in Canada, Australia and 
Ghana, and the problem of royal nomenclature 
will more easily be solved. Meanwhile, the 
most vital statistic is that the Prince weighs 
7 pounds 12 ounces, 


By Bottleneck to the Seaway 


Enlargement of the capacity of the Illinois 
Waterway, which committees of the House 
and Senate are to consider early this month, 
is of major importance to St. Louis and the 
middle and upper Mississippi Valley general- 
ly. The waterway is our link with the Great 
Lakes and the St. Lawrence Seaway. Its 
growing traffic is already straining capacity. 

What the public works committees of both 
houses will be asked to consider is authoriza- 
tion of new locks augmenting the seven exist- 
ing ones and twice their length, hence capable 
of handling twice as many barges at one 
time. The Army Engineers consider the aug- 
mented lockage necessary to handle traffic 
estimated for 1970; a mere 10 years from 
now. The cost is put at $114,000,000. Al- 
ready the Calumet-Sag Canal, final link to 
Lake Michigan, is being widened at a cost of 
more than $200,000,000. 

It is far from a sensible state of affairs to 
have a cramped, obsolescent waterway con- 
necting the bustling inland traffic of the Mis 
sissippi and Missouri rivers with the new 
ocean-going traffic of the St. Lawrence Sea- 
way. Let us have a linkage in keeping with 
the importance of the function it should be 
performing. 7

We do not enjoy peace and prosperi- 
ty. Instead of peace we are preparing 
for an imminent nuclear war that 
could mean the suicide of mankind. 

In our foolish and exaggerated esti- 
mate of our. industrial capabilities, 
confidently imagining that, having won 
two world wars, no people or combina- 
tion of peoples could come within hail- 
ing distance of our prowess, we have 
allowed the totalitarian Russians, 
whom we regarded as a backward 
people, to take the lead in the produc- 
tion of missiles and the exploration of 
space. Under the leadership of the 
President, we seem tempted to brush 
the missile gap aside and console our- 
selves with the thought that Soviet 
Russia has no intention to use the mis- 
siles it has produced. There can be 
no safety for our people in building our 
policy on anything less than bald facts 
which cannot be denied. 

Among the facts which we know are 
these: 

1. We are living in the twentieth 
century with scientific tools which 
were beyond imagination 50 years.ago. 

2. Ours is a government founded 
upon what the authors of the Declara- 
tion of Independence called certain 
inalienable rights of men which they 
had received from their Creator. 

3. This Government was instituted 
upon the principle laid down in the 
Declaration that governments among 
men derive “their just powers from 
the consent of the governed.”

8. Facing this fiscal problem, the 
President has requested Congress to 
authorize the expenditure in 1961 of 
over four billion for foreign aid, mili-- 
tary and economic, on the ground that 
for our own security we must provide 
the weapons of war to peoples who 
cannot arm themselves, and to pro- 
mote the economic status. of under- 
developed peoples who cannot provide 
for themselves and who are not re- 
ceiving economic aid from our Western 
allies but some of whom are being

To my mind, this array of facts 
leaves us with only one conclusion; 
namely, that even if Dictator Khrush- 
chev has no intention of using his 
capabilities to launch a military attack 
upon us, it is our primary duty now 
to advance our own economic position. 
The United States cannot carry the in- 
ternational burden which it has as- 
sumed unless it deliberately and con 
sciously launches a program to pro- 
mote its economic status as a nation 
and the economic status of the people 
who constitute the rank and file. 

This we cannot do by a policy of 
drift or by acting as though we were 
not living in the middle of the twen- 
tieth century. 


We must recognize that we are liv- 


- ing in a new era and that the Congress 


must exétcise the power vested in it 
by Article I, Section 8, of the Constitu- 
tion to regulate commerce with foreign 
nations, and among the several states. 
Our’ commerce is fot being regulated 
suitably to the new era but according 
to the habits and forms into which we 
fell in years gone by when the bulk 
of our commerce was carried on by 
individuals. 

Now individuals exercise little or no 
power over the commerce on which 
our economy is based. Far from that, 
it is dominated’ by the concentrated 
corporations created by the states 
from which the Constitution took the 
power to regulate interstate and inter- 
national commerce. : 

That this concentration of economic 
power is the greatest obstacle to a free 
government based on the consent of 
the governed is well recognized both 
by the President in his Economic Re- 
port and by the Joint Economic Com- 
mittee in its report, for both the legis- 
lative and executive branches of thé 
Government recognize that the merger 
of gigantic corporations promotes the 
concentration of economic power if 
private hands. In the face of this fact, 
Congress has not yet passed the little 
bill which has been pending before the 
Senate for three Congresses, indorsed 
by President Eisenhower and the De- 
partment of Justice, to require corpo-. 
rations to give premerger notice to the: 
Government. | 

It is folly to think that the Govern- 
ment can solve the economic problem’ 
by which it is confronted so long as it. 
fails to establish national standards of 
responsibility and power for the gigan- 
tic corporations which are, in fact, col-.

Commercials Form 


TV’s Weakest Link 


NEW YORK, March 7. 

“OUR TELEVISION SET’S BROKEN, YIPPEE!” writes 
¢ reader. “‘And you can bet I didn’t miss not seeing Ban's 
lesson in anatomy while peddling the deodorant, that creep 
‘with the stuffed up nose, Kelogg’s giant screaming about eat- 
ai sae ing a bonnie bonnie break- 

> a. os fast and those little peo- 
ple gloating about no cav- 
ities! I’d sooner offend my 
friends with obnoxious 
armpits and runny noses 
than buy any of their 
products.” 

Lest we forget, com- 
mercials still form one of 
the largest and most legit- 
imate complaints of all 
against television. The 
Schwerin Research Corp. 
has revealed the results of 
an audience sampling on 
the question, ‘What is 
your main criticism of TV 
today?” Forty-six per cent 
of the people criticized 
commercials (as opposed 
to only 44 per cent who 
criticized programs). Of 
that number—now pay at- 
the volume of com- 
plaints was directed 60 per cent at the fact that there were 
too many commercials, 26 per cent that they were too “long, 
loud, or annoying,” and only 3 per cent that they were false 
or misleading. 


We all remember with mixed emotions the FTC’s 
blast at Palmolive’s shaving the sandpaper. My own 
feelings at the time were that there were greater issues 
facing the republic that this and that if the FTC wanted 
to tilt with windmills I could find some bigger wind- 
mills for them to ride against. I’m happy to see that 
the populace and I see eye to eye in this matter, some- 
thing we don’t always do. 


It’s not that I’m FOR false or misleading advertising. 
But I think it’s probably harder to mislead the public than 
the FTC thinks. I don’t really think the populace took that 
sandpaper shaving very seriously. When Ted Bates & Co. 
bleated in a full page ad in newspapers that even actors had 
a different color and flavor in real life than on TV and why 
not Jello, I sympathized. 

The FTC, I felt, missed the crux of the problem. But that 
doesn’t mean there isn’t a problem. There is, indeed. But it’s 
a different problem. The sheer number of commercials is 
becoming a straining that may pull commercial television 
right down on its ear. The other night I watched Playhouse 
90 with a friend from Vienna who was flabbergasted and in- 
furiated by the incessant interruptions of a serious story. It 
seemed incredible to him that the American public would 
put up with so much bilge and such constant interruptions. 


Well, we put up with a lot but there is a point when 
people rebel. Then they turn the set off altogether. 
For instance, the last Olympics. The praise for CBS’s 
coverage was fairly ersal but the commercials 
drove everyone dippy. There were just too many. 
Says one letter: “I cannot believe that rational indi- 
viduals, planning the L & M participation could sanc- 
tion the blatant stupidity of repetitious saturation. 
Saturation is the path to disgust. And so February 
1960, will be recalled as the month of the Olympics 
and the month we in our home abandoned L & M 
cigarettes.” 


Alga, “false apd misleading” advertising doesn’t anger 
viewers half as much as offensive advertising—liver bile, 
armpits, and the rest of it. Short of outright fraud, the viewer 
can watch a certain amount of exaggeration with calm and 
he puts it into proper perspective almost automatically. No 
one expects a man selling a car to be 100 per cent honest any 
more than a frontiersman expected 100 per cent honesty from 
a man selling a horse. 

But in the matter of noise, quantity and taste, commer- 
cials are increasingly unpopular with viewers—at least the 
ones who write me. In the years that I have been writing 
this column (which was started under the reign of George 
III), one annoyance has led all the rest in the letters I have 
received. That is that the volume of sound goes up during 
the commercial. This complaint finally drove “TY Guide” 
to investigate with an audimeter in four cities. The finding 
was that volume did NOT go up with commercials but that 
vocal and tecording tricks gave the commercials an urgency 
and strident quality that just made them sound louder. Well, 
if the FTC wants to investigate misleading commercials they 

might start there, The noisiness of commercials drives view- 


ers nutty.

Heart Attack Victim 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“WHEN ONE RECOVERS from a minor heart attack, 
does the injured muscle return to normal? Does the branch 
of the artery return to normal? N.G.” 


First of all, I think it’s wise for us to agree that 
there is no such thing as a ‘“‘minor” heart attack. 
I happily grant that there are many heart attacks 
from which the patient recovers and lives for many 
years in active comfort. 


There are, indeed, many heart attacks which the patient 
never recognizes as such. He has some pains and probably 
some other symptoms which pass off, and he blames the 
whole business on “cramps” or “indigestion” or such. 

The heart does not “return to normal’’ after this, although 
it is entirely possible that the person may not be able to 
detect any subsequent consequences. He may well pass off 
the moderate consequences as a sign of the passing years. 

Now what is a heart attack? Our arteries, growing 
gradually older, become less flexible and stretchy, and we 
acquire a certain amount of fatty coating in or on the 
walls of the arteries, making them gradually smaller. This 
: apparently can take place in spots——just as a water pipe.

DR. JOHN J. KESSLER has 
been called, by a reviewer of 
one of his books, a Socrates of 
our local Athens. 


The comparison is apt. Soc- 
rates saw his function as that 
of a gadfly questioning the in- 
stitutions, customs and beliefs 
of his age. He managed to stir 
things up in ancient Athens to 
the extent that he eventually 
was given his choice of leaving 
town or drinking a fatal cup of 
hemlock. He chose the hemlock. 


Dr. Kessler has not been given 
any such tough decision, but he 
has been part of the St. Louis 
scene for so long, carrying on 
the Socratic tradition of skepti- 
cism, that he might make the 
same choice. Fortunately, mod- 
ern men have learned to cherish 
their gadflies, and so, at the age 
of 73, Dr. Kessler finds himself 
honored and unfettered in his 
many pursuits, the latest of 
which is the establishment of his 
“‘university.” 

Kessler’s Humanist University 
at 6557 University drive, Univer- 
sity City, operates very much in 
the Athenian manner. 

“We're trying to get back to 
the Greek idea of learning for 
tRe sake of learning,’’ Kessler 
said. “‘The teacher taught be- 
cause he loved to teach; his stu- 


dents listened because they 
loved learning, No profit mo- 
tive on either side. That’s the 


way we operate.” 

He was seated on a sofa in 
the living room of his apart- 
ment. Through a door at one 
end is a small crowded office 
that is the university’s adminis- 
tration center. The main class- 
room is the apartment’s former 
dining room. The living room 
takes care of overflow from 
large classes. A speaker on the 
wall brings in the _ teacher’s 
voice. 

The schoo} offers five courses 
now and plans to add more. It 
gives no credits, grants no de- 
grees and charges its classroom 
students no registration fee or 
tuition. 

Correspondence students pay 
$10 a course to cover mailing 
and lesson preparation costs. 
Kessler and the school’s three 
other teachers donate their serv- 
ices. Volunteers take care of 
typing, mailing and other ad- 
ministrative details. 

Kessler teaches World’s Re- 
ligions and Sematics. Esper- 
anto, the invented international 
language, is taught by George 
Falgier, science teacher at Har- 
ris Teachers College. Mental 
Health is taught by Mrs. Delores 
James, a free-lance writer in 
the mental health field, and Bal- 
anced Living is taught by A. D. 
Andrews Jr., who is a partner 
in a recreational area in St. 
Louis county and who holds a 
masters degree from Washington 
University in the field of health 
education. 

Humanist University sits in 
the shadow of Washington Uni- 
versity. It is just across the 
streetcar tracks from it, but it 
is not connected with it in any 
way and certainly does not feel 
it is competing with it. 

Humanist University gete its 
name from Kessler’s espousal of 
Humanism as a religion, a be- 
lief in ethics and morality with 
a human rather than supernat- 
ural approach. Kessler’s course 
in religions, however, is a sur- 
vey and gives no more emphasis 
to Humanism than to other re- 
ligious beliefs in describing the 
major creeds of man. 

Kessler might have called the 
school Semantics University 
atter the other course that he 
teaches. It is a subject on 
which he expounds with a cru- 
sader’s Zeal. 


Like many other delvers in 
semantics, the study of the 
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“meaning of meaning,” Kess- 
ler is convinced that a lot of 
the world’s difficulties are the 
result of people being lost in 
a ‘‘verbal jungle.’’ Most per- 
sons, they believe, literally 
don’t know what they are talk- 
ing about. They mistake words 
for reality. 


“Look at the tremendous 
flood of words people are sub- 
jected to,” Kessler says. 


“‘Books, magazines, radio, tele- 
vision.”” He looks over his 
glasses and adds, “‘And news- 
papers. No wonder people are 
mixed up.” 


He quotes Philosopher George 
Santayana who complained, ‘‘We 
are over-educated verbally and 
without roots in Mother Earth.”’ 

Kessler’s interest in semantics 
began before he had ever heard 
it called that. He had begun to 
ask himself, ‘‘What do we really 
know?’’ That led him into éx- 
amining words. as tools of 
thought. Kessler’s background is 
not the kind that ordinarily leads 
to becoming a philosopher. He 
is a chemical engineer by profes- 
sion, and his doctor of philosophy 
degree from Washington Univer- 
sity is in chemistry and mathe- 
matics. 

He was born in Jacksonville, 
Ill., and grew up in several cities 
in the East, where his father 
managed textile plants. After 
graduating from Rose Polytech- 
nic Institute in Terre Haute, Ind., 
he went to Schenectady, N. Y., 
to work for Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Corp. In 1907 he came to St. 
Louis to work for Wagner Elec- 
tric Corp., which was having 
trouble with the insulating var- 
nish in its transformers. Many 
of them were developing short 
circuits and burning out. 

Kessler solved the insulation 
problem and continued to work 
for Wagner. He also married 
Frances Jacobs of Schenectady, 
began rearing a family and 
worked toward his master’s and 
later his doctor’s degree at Wash- 
ington U. Later he went into 
business for himself and he holds 
several patents in the plastics 
field. ‘“But I missed the plastics 
jackpot,” he says without bitter- 
ness. 

After the depression of the 
1930s closed down his laboratory, 
Kessler began serving as a con- 
sultant in chemical engineering, 
which he still does: This left 
more time for him to devote to 
his ‘‘life’s work’? a book, “The 
Three Hills of Semantika,’’ which 
is, he says, “‘a history of human 
thinking from ancient Egypt to 
the present.” 

The “hills of semantika’’ are 
the three eras of different types 
of language-thinking. The first 
era was that of noun-thinking in 
which men thought primarily in 
terms of things. After that came 
adjective-thinking in which the 
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emphasis was on qualities and 
men debated the meaning of 
“beautiful,” ‘‘true,” ‘“‘just,’”’ and 
similar terms. 


The third hill, wnich Kessler 
says men are climbing now, is 
that of verb-thinking, thinking in 
terms of performance. Verb- 
thinking is the kind done in the 
physical sciences, but not enough 
of it is done elsewhere, Dr. Kess- 
ler believes. 


Despite the near-worship of 
science, people tend to disparage 
its methods, Kessler believes. He 
points to the well-known slander 
against the statistical method 
that there are, ‘‘lies, damn lies 
and statistics.” 


“Just the same,” Kessler says, 
“it helps to count things before 
you begin arguing about how 
many there are.” 


Kessler did some counting 
in 1950 in the school integra- 
tion question. At that time it 


was maintained that St. Louis. 


had “separate but equal’’ fa- 
cilities for white and Negro 
children. Kessler made a study 
showing that for every $1 
spent by the schools on a 
white child, only 80 cents was 
spent on a Negro pupil. The 
number of Negro students per 
teacher was significantly high- 
er than the white teacher- 
pupil ratio. Moreover, he 
found, that although many 
schools were badly overcrowd- 
ed, one out of every five class- 
rooms in the city was empty, 
largely because of segregation. 


The study, made while Kessler 
was a member of the St. Louis 
Commission on Human Rela- 
tions, undoubtedly weighed heav- 
ily in the decision to integrate 
the city schools. The B’nai B’rith 
award of 1950 cited Kessler for 
his ‘‘outstanding contribution to 
human relations in the St. Louis 
area.” 


Kessler applied the scientific 
method in a somewhat similar 
situation at Washington Univer- 
sity. Before the decision to ad- 
mit Negroes to the university, it 
was argued by some that the 
many students from the Deep 
South who attended Washington 
U. would -not attend classes with 
Negroes. 


Kessler. viewed this argument 
with Socratic skepticism. 


“We heard all the cliches,” 
he said. ‘The only way to re- 
solve the problem was to dig 
below the language and find the 
facts. 

‘‘My investigation showed that 
there were more Washington U. 
students from China than from 
Mississippi; more from Japan 
than from Georgia. Only 3 per 
cent of the student body was 
from the Deep South. Of those 
students who were, two out of

with Negroes.”’ 

Another study in which Kes- 
sler assisted showed the loss 
in terms of dollars to St. Louis 
when conventions went elsewhere 
because of racial barriers at the 
downtown hotels. Since then the 
barriers have been relaxed some- 
what, for convention guests at 
least. 

Kessler’s Humanist University, 
needless to say, has been non- 
racial since it was chartered 
last September by the state as 
a non-profit institution. 

In addition to his interest in 
civil rights and semantics, Kes- 
sler has had a long, although 
somewhat unorthodox interest in 
religion. It, in turn, was the re- 
sult of his interest in music. 

Kessler met his wife when 
both sang in a Schenectady 
choir. When they were new resi- 
dents of St. Louis, Kessler said, 
*“‘we heard about a new church 
‘way out on Union boulevard’ 
that was building up a choir.” 
He and Mrs. Kessler joined the 
Pilgrim Congregational Church 
and he later served as chairman 
of the church music committee 
for 18 years. Helen Traubel was 
one of his soloists. 

“I’m _ still a member of the 
church, but I expect they may 
try me for heresy someday and 
kick me out,” he said, relishing 
the idea. 

Kessler serves as religious ad- 
viser for Humanist groups on the 
Washington University campus. 
“T also get the people who put 
‘no religion’ on their question- 
naires,’ he said.

He taught trigonometry at 
Washington University in 
World War I, and recently he 
taught a course in semantics 
in University College, Washing- 
ton U.’s night school. 
“However,” he says smiling,
